The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 
The invention is directed to a composition comprising a polymerizing agent including a 
molecular tag covalently bonded to a site on the polymerizing agent and a monomer including a 
molecular tag. It is noted that the polymerizing agent is interpreted to be an enzyme that causes 
polymerization, as stated in the specification (page 36, third paragraph). The prior art of record 
neither teaches nor suggests the limitations of the allowable claims.
